the horses fell and was too exhausted to 
rise. 

A moment later a Bellefontaine car 
swung around the corner and almost 
crashed into the carriage. 

The occupants were taken to a residence 
nearby and Dewey Hickey and Freen Nul- 
sen were notified. They hurried to the 
scene. Carriages were called and all were 
taken home and a doctor summoned. 

In the overturning of the carriage 
several bunches of American beauty 
roses, which had been given to Dewey 
Hickey at the performance were crushed 
and two suit cases containing stage 
clothing were lost. 

Mrs. Nulsen said Tuesday morning: 
‘Tl cannot describe the agony we en- 
dured while the team was running 
away. At first we did not realize that 
the horses were beyond control. We 
noticed the increased speed, but as 
the carriage was running evenly it @14 
not dawn on us that the team was run- 
ning away until we noticed that Louis- 
liana avenue had been passed.

’ Mikado’s Forces Plan to Leave

TOKIO, Dec. 13.—Having demolished the 
Russian fieet at Port Arthur and reduced 
many of the forts and numbers of houses 
in the town to heaps of ruin, the Japanese 


are planning to turn their attention to 
Gen, Kuropatkin, leaving only a sufficient 
force before the Czar’s eastern Gibraltar 
to maintain an effective blockade. 

It is said that troops are already being 
withdrawn from the siege and are advanc- 
ing on the Russian army on the shahe 
river. Gen. Kuropatkin has been able thus 
far at least to nold his own to the south 
of Mukden, but with reinforcements, the 
Japanese commanders are confident of 
their ability to drive him speedy 
retreat, 

At Port Arthur the garrison, though on 
Short rations, is belicved, were by the 
Japanese, to be sufficiently provisioned to 
hold out for several weeks. There is no 
disposition to waste men in futile assaults 
with what is considered the certainty that 
the fortress must ultimately fall from star- 
vation and lack of ammunition.

H. i. Rawlings, passenger conduotor on 
the “Valley Park plug train,’’ is said by

Rawiinges is 45 years old and has been 
railroading since he was 18 He left a farm 
at Olney, Ill, when he was a youth to 
wash engines and was switching in the 
East 8t. Louis terminal yards when he 
Wes 2. 

In 189 Rawlings came to St. Louis and 
secured a situation with the Frisco system 
as a conductor. Sept. 13, 193, Rawlin's 
train ground off his left arm after he had 
aiegel and fell on the track. 

ln less than three weeks Rawlings left 
the hospital. He went to his home at 26 
Washington avenue, and there he received 
a letter from his employers, a letter of 
sympathy, and it suggested that he would 
be cared for by the road he had served. 

He replied them that he was able to run 
a train and asked that he be given a chance 
to try. 

His chance came when he was given 
charge of the ‘‘Valley Park plug train 
last April. ‘J have run my train without 
trouble. despite the fact that I have only 
one arm for eight months,’ Rawlings told 
the Post-Dispatch. “I am sure that I[ can 
handle the business as long as I live. My 
passengers help me out. Those who know 
that I am crippled get thd@r tickets out 
and have them ready for me when I come 
around. They “jolly” me and I “jolly” 
them.

The Model Playground Nursery at the 
World’s Fair is being handled with gloves 
just now, literally and figuratively.

When the agreement was formally drawn 
up and witnessed, Mrs. Hirschfield with- 
drew her opposition and allowed the work- 
men to proceed. It is expected that tne 
switch will have outlived its usefulness in 
two weeks, when it will taken up and 
the nursery put back on its origina! site.

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PLANT LESS WHEAT 


Area Seeded Shrinks 4 Per Cent 
From Last Year—Drouth 
Retards Growth. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 13.—The state 
board of agriculture has issued a bulletin 
regarding the condition of winter wheat in 
the state on December 10, according to the 
reports by their correspondents from all 
over the state, and as to the corn crop this 
year, The report says the area seeded this 
fall to winter wheat is four per cent small- 
er than a year ago, the total area reported

NUB OF MIGHTY 
LEGAL BATTLE 


Question Concerning Right of Emi- 
nent Domain Foundation of 
Fight Between Western Union 
and Pennsylvania System. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—With the denial 
by the United States Supreme Court of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co.'s right to 
maintain its line, with or without the rail- 
road’s consent, along the right-of-way of 
the Pennsylvania system ends one-,of the 
bitterest fights ever waged between cor 
porations of such importance. 
Desiring tO supplant the Western Union 
with lines under its own control, the Penn- 
sylvania officials commenced many months 
ago the destruction of the former com- 
pany’s polés and wires upon its property. 
In some instances the work was completed 
before interference by the telegraph com- 
pany was possible; in some it was stopped 
by injunction pending a Federal court rul- 


plete victory for the Pennsylvania syste 

In disposing of the Western Union 
contention the Supreme Court holds that 
the Congressional act of 1866 does not grant 
eminent domain to telegraph companies 
over rights-of-way of railroad companies. 
Therefore, the Western Union has no right 
to build ite lines along the right-of-way 
of the Pennsylvania system without the 
consent of the road. 

‘The telegraph company contended that 
the necessary implication from the provi- 
sions of the act of 1866 was that telegraph 
companies may enter and appropriate for 
their poles and lines a part of the right-of- 
way of railroads upon paying just com- 
pensation—in other words, that the act 
invested them with the right of eminent 
@omain. 

The raifroad company denied this cuon- 
struction, and asserted that the act only 
gave the consent of the government for 
the construction of lines through its pub- 
lic domain and over and along its military 
and post roads, which are not the prop- 
erty of private corporations, and acrosss 
navigable streams and waters. 


Railroad Case 
Is Outlined. 


Justice McKenna, in handing down the 
decision, said this law was construed by 


the railroad companies as giving no right 
to appropriate private property, but mere- 
ly was an act of Congress to “air its power 
over interstate commerce and to secure 
telegraph companies from hostile 
iwlation on contracte 
7 nag public policy.’’

Appellate Body Overrules Ques: 
tion of Indictment of Police 
Captain for Neglect of Duty. 


The St. Louls Court of Appeals Tuéeday 
decided against Police Captain Samuel J. 
Boyd and in favor of the state in the case 
of the application of the state to have re- 
stored an indictment charging Boyd with 
neglect of duty, which had been quashed 
by the lower court on a demurrer.

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 13.—The Cuya- 
hoga county grandjury is investigating the 
case today of the Eastern lawyer suspected 
of having aided Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick 
to float the Carnegie notes held by Ohio 
financial institutions. 

Whether the man in question was gullty 
of intentional wrong the jurors are, of 
course, as yet uncertain. Prosecutor Keel- 
er asserts, however, that the inquiry will 
be a most thorough one, though he adds 
that the investigation would probably re- 
late solely to the Carnegie paper and 
take in nothing else. 

The only witnesses summoned when the 
jury convened were Iri Reynolds and Her- 
Bell, the common pleas’ appointee 
@s receiver of Mrs. Chadwick's estate. 

Mr. Bell started a serious scare today 
by the declaration that he had discovered 
Chadwick securities on deposit in the Wade 
Park Bank to the amount of $28,090,000, or 
nearly double what was originally sup- 
posed. 

He afterward found, however, that he 
had accidentally included two copies of 
the Carnegie trust agreement, reducing the 
figures to the sum first stated. 

Mrs. Chadwick's own affairs were also 
thoroughly sifted, Prosecutor Keeler con- 
ceding that a third indictment against the 
woman in tonnhection with the $5,000,000 
Park Bank 
might yet be. returned.

Two Weeks After Ful! Exposure 
in the Post-Dispatch, Police 
Have Done Nothing Toward 
Stopping Systematic Gambling 
Enterprise. 


REPORTERS SHOWE DHOW 
GAMES ARE RUN. 


Chief Kiely Places Responsibility 
on a Subordinate, Whose Daily 
Reports as Head of Gambling 
Squad Deny Existence of Game. 


Two weeks have passed since the Post- 
Dispatch in its columns called the attention 
of the public and the police department to 
the widespread violation of the law in the 
betting on foreign horse races through 
handbooks in St. Louis. 

Handbooks are running as openly 
are patronized as freely as then. 

Two reporters for the Post-Dispatch had 
no difficulty in placing five bets in as 
many handbooks in a downtown district, 
enclosed in an area of less than ten 
blocks in all directions, in the period of 
less than an hour on the afternoon of 
Dec. 2. The bets were cffered and received 
on Chicago Hacing Form odds. After the 
manner of handbook making, no receipt 
was given for the money, no ticket or 
other evidence, that the bet had been re- 
ceived. The bookmakers taking the bet 
merely msde duplicate momoranda in slips 
of paper, both of which he kept, 

As an aid in the matter of evidence that 
the handbooks actually had taken the bets, 
the horse on which the reporters bet, Dan 
McKenna, in the sixth race at New Or- 
leans, Dec. 2, won his race. The news was 
known in St. Louis by 5 o’clock that even- 
ing. 

Inguiry at the handbooks developed the 
fact that the bets would not be paid off 
until the following morning upon receipt 
of copies of the ‘dope sheet,’ that ig, the 
Chicago Racing Form. 

At 10:30 o’clock on the morning of Dec. 
3 the reporters went to the various hand- 
book establishments in which they had 
played, gave the cabalistic sign of iden- 
# tification which had been placed on the 
slips of paper on which the memoranda 
of the bets had been made, and were 
promptly paid. 


Bets Freely Taken 


From. Strangers. 

The bets were paid at the odds of 13 to 
10, according to the Chicago Racing Form, 
as agreed. The sum realized, $1699, was 
donated to the Post-Dispatch Christmas 
Festival fund. 

The reporters were unknown to the hand- 
book makers, yet they had not the slight- 
est difficulty in entering the places where 
they did business. They were neither chal- 
lenged nor placed under suspicion, but their 
bets were taken unhesitatingly. 

When they received their winnings from 
the hands of the handbook makers, or 
their cashiers, the reporters left $2 in each 
place to the credit of the same identifying 
mark to be played later fn the day over 
the telephone. About 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon one of the reporters called each place 
over the telephone and instructed that the 
$2 be placed on a horse called Forehand. 
which was to run in the third race at New 
Orleans on that day to win. Forehand 
did not win. 

In accepting the bets, each of the per- 
sons at the other end of the wire, after 
identifving himself as the handbook called, 
repeated back the instructions thus: “All 
right. Forehand to win, third race, New 
Orleans, $2."’ 

With this evidence a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter went to the chief of police and asked 
him what action he proposed taking. 

“Tt is up to Detective McGrath, chief 
of the gambling squad,” said Chief Kiely, 
“I will call his attention to the matter and 
have him suppress handbook making, if 
it is being carried on," 

At the re time he showed McGrath's 
daily reports, each of which began with a 
stcreotyped sentence to the effect that no 
handbooks were being made. 


McGrath admitted the existence of the 
evil and in effect admitted his inability to 
Stamp it out. 

The various members of the board of po- 
lice commissioners, Including Mayor Wells. 
have exer ressed their opposition to hand- 
book making. 

In spite of the evidence placed in the 
‘hands of the Board of Folice Commis- 
gtoners, the Chief of Pclice, the head of the 
gembling squad and the warrant officer, 
the making of handbooks In Bt. Louis con- 
tinues to be a flourishing, profitable and 
home-wrecking occupation for 250 proprie- 
tors of and agents fur such institutions.

NATHANIEL BACON BURNS JAMESTOWN. 
First Struggle of Patriots Against British Oppression. 


JAMESTOWN, Va., Sept. 28, 1676. 
AMESTOWN its no more! The first 
English town built in America; the 
town in which was held the first legis- 
lative assembly ever gathered together 
on this continent, as a result of the strug 
gle between monarchy and republicanism, 
represented by Sir William Berkeley and 
Nathaniel Bacon, was last night destroyed 
by order of Bacon, and naught now remains 
but the smoking ruins, a few chimneys and 
the church tower—ead reminders of an ex- 
fatence of 70 years, an existence fraught 
) “vital interest to the people of this 
y and to posterity, for the streets and 
lanes of the now desolate town were once 
trodéen by Smith and Gosnold, Newport, 
Gates and Berkeley, Powhatan and the 
gentle Pocahontas, and a host of English- 
men whose spirits will we know take root 
in the soil and multiply a thousand-fold, 
eventually bringing to full maturity the 
tree of Mberty beneath whose sturdy 
branches the downtrodden and oppressed 
of every nation may finds freedom in its 
highest sense. 

Sir Willlam RBerkeley has repeatedly 
called Bacon a traitor, but knowing him 
as we do, we. call him a patriot, one whose 
soul burns with hatred for the oppressor 
of the people, and whose motto is: For God 
and my country. 

Had not Berkeley become jealous of Ba- 
con's success in drtving back the murder- 
ous Susquehannas from our frontiers, all 
would have been well, and he might for 
years have been permitted to carry on his 
ccurse of tyranny, but knowing Bacon's 
popularity and fearing that the latter’s suc- 
cess against the Indians would raise up a 
dangerous rival, he proclaimed Bacon a 
traitor, his followers rebels, and ordered 
a body of troops to pursue and arrest him. 

Bacon was successful against the Indians, 
while Berkeley was compelled to recafl his 
troops to put down a rising rebellion in the 
lower counties. Our people generally have 
sympathized with Bacon, recognizing the 
fact that he was fighting to secure more 
liberal laws for usa Observing Berkeley's 
course, our people, the common people, who 
bad recently banded together under the 
name of the Republican party, in opposition 
to the aristocracy and the Royalists, being 
now completely alienated, arose in open re- 
dellion. ‘ 

Berkeley was compelled to yield, and the 
long assembly was dissolved, an assembly 
which, while elected for only two years, 
with the connivance of Berkeley, had arro- 
gated to itself the right of an indefinite 
continuance of power, thereby virtually 
abolishing the representative system and 
abridging the liberties of the people. So 
great was the pressure upon Berkeley that 
he called an election for a new assembly. 
New laws were granted; universal suffrage 
was restored, arbitrary taxation was abol- 
ished, and Bacon was appointed command- 
er-in-chief of the colonial troéps. Berkeley 
promised to sign Bacon’s commission, but 
this promise has never been fulfilled. Ba- 
con, fearing treachery on Berkeley's part, 
withdrew to Williamsburg, in the middle 
plantation, where he gathered 500 men and 
marched here to demand his commission 
from Gov. Berkeley. It was reluctantly 
granted, and on July 4, 1676, Berkeley and 
the assembly, overawed, attested the bra- 
very and loyalty of Bacon. 


Feeling himself secure as commander- 
in-chief of the troops, Bacon left James- 
town to confront the invading Indians. 
Berkeley now treacherously published a 
proclamation reversing all the proceedings 
of the burgesses; again declaring Bacon a 
traitor, and calling upon the loyal aristoc- 
racy to join him. The indignation of Bacon 
was fiercely kindled and marching back to 
the capital he lighted up a civil war. The

Jamestown and sought shelter on the east- 
Bacon be- 
came supreme ruler, and having proclaimed 
the abdication of Berkeley, he summoned 
an assembly in his own \name, and pre- 
pared to cast off all allegiance to the 
English crown. 

For the past two months Bacon has been 
acting governor of the colony and his many 
wise and judicious rulings, his earnest ef- 
forts to bring order out of chaos, and his 
sincere desire to improve the condition of 
the common people reminded us of the 
days of Oliver Cromwell, who had more 
fully secured our liberties than they ever 
hed been—when universal suffrage pre- 
valled; when all free men, without excep- 
tion, were allowed to vote, and when serv- 
ants whoee terms of bondage had ended 
became electors and might be made bur- 
esses. 

Bul such conditions were not to remain 
long, for only a few days ago, we received 
word that a large body of troops from 
Engiand had arrived to support Berkeley, 
the first English troops sent to America to 
Suppress republicanism. 

Yesterday a rumor reached us that a 
stronk party of Royalists, with the im- 
perial troops, were approaching. A council 
of war was held and Bacon and his fol- 
lowers determined to burn Jamestown 
rather than let it fall into the hands of 
the English. The torch was applied just 
as the night shadows came over the vil- 
lage and the ‘Bun rése this morning upon 
the smoking ruins of the town bullt by 
Capt. John Smith in the beautiful month of 
May, 1607, and named in honor of his king. 


WASHINGTON DAY BY DAY.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Homer Daven- 
port, the cartoonist, gave Col. Bill Sterrett 
of Texas a Persian fat-tailed sheep.

Ferdinand Ulrich is dangerously ill. Dis- 
ease has kept him confined to his home at 
2219 South Tenth street for four months, 
while his strength wasted almost as fast 
as the little money he had saved. , 

The Christmas problem has troubled him 
lately more than the cough which caused 
him physical pain. The question of how 
to provide some Christmas cheer for the 
six children he has has worried him far 
more than his affliction. 

During the 2 years of his married life 
there was always some kind of Christmas 
celebration at his home. After the chil- 
dren had grown old enough to appreciate 
a tree, he had given them a tree each year. 
Though the gifts were not costly and per- 
haps few in number, yet Ulrich had Christ- 
mas every year. 

Sometimes there was a Santa Claus. Al- 
ways heretofore there was a good dinner 
and mirth and happiness. But when Ul1- 
rich considered the Christmas problem to- 
day the case seemed desperate. 

There was less than a dollar in the house. 

His two girls, Mary 
and Frances, who work in the box factory, 
were the support of the family, but their 
wages are small and they cannot secure 
work all the time. Brave wage earners, 
they could do without Christmas, but what 
of the other four children? 


Hienry, who is § years old, and attends 
La’ayette school, wants a new suit of 
clothes, and has some hopes of finding a 
pair of keen skates in his stocking Christ- 
mas morning.
